Brown Arraigned in Hospital

; NEW YORK, Oct 20-Black 
militant EL Bap Brown wasar- 
raigned today in his hospital 
bedroom here on charges of 
attempted - murder, robbery, 
and illegal possession of weap- 
ons. His bond was set at 
$250,000. 

The 28-year-old activist was 
listed in fair condition at 
Roosevelt Hospital where, he is 
recovering from two abdomi- 
nal bullet wounds received in 
a shootout with police last Sat- 
urday following: the holdup of 
a West Side bar. - . r : 
During a brief arraignment 
hearing in Brown’s heavily 
guarded room. State Supreme 
Court Justice James Yeargin 
also appointed William Kun- 
stler as attorney for Brown. 


1 The judge, referred to the 
defendant, who denies he is 
Brown and calls himself Roy 
Williams, as “Mr. Brown or 
Whomsoever” at Kunstler’s in- 
sistence. Police have remained 
firm in their identification; of 
Brown, saying ihey have “con- 
clusive” fingerprint identifica- 
tion. ■ • ■ • 

Kunstler, who defended 
Brown on previous occasions 
before he disappeared 19 
months ago, has said the pa- 
tient “did not look like Bap 
Brown to me.”

“This ain’t no —Court, and he 
ain’t my lawyer/* 

Kunstler is also ! represent- 
ing Brown’s three codefen- 
dants in the Saturday robbery.
